HE burial of Sammy 
Meisenberg, the Chi- 
cago marine killed 
during the occupa- 
tion of Vera Crus, 
took place yesterdey 
afternoon at Wald- 
heim. 

Standing in a driz- 
zle of rain, a squad 
of marines fired 
three volleys over the 
open grave. A few 
handfuls of earth 
thumped on the cof- 
fin box.

MAYO’S REPORT OF BATTLE. 

Washington, D. C., May 15.—[Special.]—At 
2:15 o’clock this morning the navy depart- 
ment gave out the following bulletin: 

Admiral Badger reports that he has re- 
ceived from Admiral Mayo, who is now on 
board the Dolphin, which with the Des 
Moines is now anchored off the city of Tam- 
pico, the first report of the taking of that 
city. The dispatch continues: 

This morning Admiral Mayo sent an 
officer, accompanied by the consul, to visit 
the Constitutionalist generals Gonzales and 
Caballero and to notify them of his hopes 
that Constitutionalist control of the city and 
district would insure perfect order and im- 
mediate resumption of business. He also 
stated that, while he expected his relations 
with them would be most pleasant, they 
would have to be considered as informal 
under present conditions. 


Rebels to Protect Foreigners. 

Gen. Gonzales informed the American 
consul that in the belief that the United 
States ships had taken charge of the Mexican 
gunboats he had prepared a letter of protest 
against such violation of Mexican territory 
and he demanded that the gunboats be 
turned over to him. Being informed that we 
had not interfered with the gunboats, he said 
it would be unnecessary:to send a letter. 

Previous statements that the Constitu- | 
tionalist forces would at all times respect 
and protect the lives and property of Atheri- 
can citizens and other foreigners were re- 
newed. Perfect order is said to exist In the 
city. Liquor shops are closed and the city is 
well policed. 


Federal Gunboat Destroys Bridge. 

After the Federals had crossed the 
Tamesi bridge it was practically destroyed 
by the gunboat Vera Crus, which then 
went up the river and is said to have been 
beached and abandoned above the Tamesi 
barracks in Tampico, which were blown up 
before the evacuation and burned last night. 
Damage to other buildings were slight. 

The Constitutionalist field guns were of 
comparatively little value. The Constitu- 
tionalists evidently had very few such guns 
and none was used against the Federal gun- 
boats. Reports are that the evacuation of 
the city by the Federals principally was due 
to an ammunition shortage among the 
troops. The gunboats still had ammunition 
heft.

Mayo Trails Mexican Gunboats. 

An earlier dispatch from Rear Admiral 
Mayo announced that the Mexican Federal 
gunboats Bravo and Zaragoza, one of them 
towing the tug Tampico, had Jeft the Panuco 
river and steamed southward. They were fol- 
lowed by the American cruiser Tacoma and 
the destroyers Warrington and Henley. 

It is believed here that the gunboats are 
making for Tuxpam, ebout 100-miles down 
the coast, where they probably will dis- 
charge the soldiers of the Tampico garrison, 
taken aboard just before the town was evac- 
uated. 


May Return for Blockade. 

With such ammunition and supplies as are 
to be had at Tuxpam officials here think the 
little vessels may return to the mouth of 
Panuco and attempt to maintain a blockade 
to prevent the Constitutionaliets from im- 
porting badly needed munitions of war.

The escort committee gathered up the 
floral offerings and stood to one side as the 
mother, on the arm of her husband and the 
other relatives passed by and fell in behind 
the hearse. 

According to Jewish custom, the members 
of the immediate family waiked behind the 
hearse, but before two blocks had been 
traversed Mrs. Meisenberg collapsed a sec- 


ond time, and rode the res. of the way in a | 


carriage. 

The parade proper started at South Call- 
fornia, and Ogden avenues. First came a 
squad of motorcycle policemen, who cleared 
the streets. Then came the mounted police, 
a platoon of policemen, band, commander of 
escort, aids, firing squad, infantry, blue- 
jackets from the navy, cavalry, clergy, and 
the hearse, guarded by the pallbearers and 


followed by the members of the family. 


Then came the enlisted men not under 
arms and Col. Greene of the United States 
army and his aids. 


Orphans Wave Flags at Cortege. 

As the procession passed the Marks Nathan 
Jewish Orphans’ home at 1550 Albany avenue 
800 children of the orphanage stood in front 
and waved flags. A band of 200 Boy Scouts 
from the orphanage in uniform fell in behind 
the procession. 

A block further on Gov. Dunne and his 
staff were standing on the porch of the 
Orthodox Jewish Home for the Aged. With 
the governor were Col. Edwin Romberg, 
Col. M. R. Kelly, and Col. J. K. Simm.

CHEERS DEAD HERO’S MOTHER. 

Pittsburgh, Pa., May 14.—After the funeral 
today of Francis Patrick de Lowry, the 
Pittsburgh sallor killed at Vera Cruz, Vice 
President Marshall, who had participated in 
the remonies, visited the parents of the 
dead seaman in their little home. Gently 
gr. ping the hand of the grief stricken 
mother, the vice president said: 

“I have dared to intrude upon your grief 
that I might voice the sympathy of the re- 
public with you in your lonely hour. I con- 
gratulate you upon the honor of being the 
mother of such a son. 

„There are only three things worth while 
to die for—the glory of God, the preservation 
of the home, and the honor of the flag. If he 
was to die, I doubt if he would have chosen 
another death. Nothing can take his place 
in your heart, but I hope it cheers a little 
for you to know that the nation blesses you 
as it reverences your son.”

START TRIP NORTHWARD. 


Mexican Representatives Not Inclined 
to Discuss Situation. 


Key West, Fla., May 14.—[Special.}—Gen. 
Huerta’s delegates to the Niagara Falis 
peace conference, Sefior Emilio Rabasa, 
Sefior Agustin Rodriguez, and Senor Luis 
Elguero, arrived here on the steamboat 
Miami from Havana at 7:30 o'clock this even- 
ing, having been transferred at the latter 
port from the Kronprinzessin Cecilie, which 
brought them from Vera Cruz.

Prepares for Hard Battle, but 


Is Sanguine of Ulti- 
mate Victory. 


ARMY IS WELL EQUIPPED. 


Amply Provisioned for Thirty 
Day Campaign; Has Enough 
Ammunition for Task. 


Torreon, Mex., May 14.—Gen. Francisco 
Villa in command of the Constitutionalist 
army now moving %gainst Saltillo, refused 
to express himself before his departure as 
to the course the Huerta garrison of that 
city is likely to pursue, but he has done 
everything possible to meet any situation 
which may arise. 

His army is amply provisioned for thirty 
days and from all appearances has enough 
ammunition for the task before it. 

Each soldier cooks his provisions, which 
consist of tortillas of corn meal, dried beef, 
beans, and a little coffee, on fires built on 
the corrugated iron car roofs. 


„% Villa Army Well Equipped. 

Coal cars were used to transport many of 
the infantry while the field guns were loaded 
on flat cars with the men crouched in the 
spaces under the wheels and beneath the 
caissons. 

Each departing troop train made its 2xit 
from this city with a liberal salvo and each 
man carried from 250 to 400 rounds of am- 
munition in his belts. It is said there also 
is an ample supply of artillery ammuni- 
tion, although even a rough estimate by out- 
siders of the store on hand has been impos- 
sible. 

Villa’s forces are accompanied by an ar- 
mored train, consisting of three cars run- 
ning ahead of the locomotive. The first car 
carries several field pieces and machine guns, 
the second machine guns only, and the third 
is manned by sharpshooters. The train, 
which is protected by boiler iron, runs ahead 
of the connecting trains and serves as a 
protection for the track repair men. 


Hospital Corps in Good Shape. 

That Villa expected heavy losses auring 
the pending campaign is evidenced by the 
hospital corps of the army, which he began 
organizing a short time before the battle of 
Torreon. The corps consists of forty-five 
surgeons, 110 nurses, and more than 300 voi- 
unteer nurses. About twenty surgeons have 
gone to the front before Saltillo, while the 
others are in charge of hospital bases. There 
are four pharmacists at the front and at let t 
two at each hospital base. 

That Saltillo will be taken is confidently 
believed by the Constitutionalists here, al- 
though it is admitted the soldiers under Vilia 
will have to face the Federals with most of 
the advantages in favor of the latter. 


PARKS’ DEATH MAY BE CAUSE 
OF THE DEPOSING OF MAAS. 


Protest to Huerta Against Slaying of 
American Followed by Order Recall - 
ing Vera Cruz General. 


Vera Cruz, May 14.—José Manuel Cardoso 
de Oliveira, Brazilian minister to Mexico, 
has already protested to Gen. Huerta’s gov- 
ernment against the execution by his troops 
of Private Samuel Parks, the American in- 
fantryman who disappeared from the lines 
at Vera Cruz.

Thinks He Has Found Person Guilty

Robert H. Gault, professor of psychology 
in Northwestern university, has a habit of 
driving home points in his lectures by thump- 
ing his desk: Yesterday, while discoursing 
on criminology in the old college lecture hall, 
he pounded the desk many times. 
At each slap-a bell rang. Prof. Gault was 
too engrossed in his subject to notice the bell, 
but his audience was not. Faint smiles ex- 
panded, grew tnto titters, and presently, 
when the professor leaned on the desk and 
the bell tinkled steadily for several minutes, 
the whole class rocked with laughter. 
Only one face in Prof. Gault’s line of vision 
was grave. It was that of William O’Brien.

OPENS AERIAL BOAT SEASON. 


“Jack” Vilas’ Vessel Given First Test 
After Ceremony at Clarendon Beach 
—Owner Flies to Evanston. 


The aerial boating season was opened yes- 
terday by the christening of L. A. (Jack) 
Vilas’ new flying boat at Clarendon beach. 
Standing on the shore with the water ereep- 
ing over the tops of her patent leather pumps 
the sportsman-aviator’s wife broke a bottle 
of wine over the new craft's bows. Her * 
christen thee L. A. V. II.“ was heard by « 
small group of enthusiasts. 

The L. A. V. II. is a ninety horse power 
Curtiss flying boat. It will hold three pas- 
sengers beside the pilot. It had not been 
tested until he took it into the air in the aft- 
ernoon for the first time. The hull isof solid 
mahogany. The wings and struts are cream 
colored, trimmed in green. The motor is one 
of the most powerful built in America and 
was specially tested for the Vilas machine.

STRIKE BREAKERS SEIZED 


Scores of Miners Indicted for 
First Degree and Con- 
spiracy to Murder. 


Denver, Colo, May 14.—Rifle fire was 
turned directly upon the Ludiow tent col- 
ony by state troops late on the afternoon of 
April 20 after the battle had been in progress 
for several hours and after strikers in the 
colony had fred upon the soldiera, according 
to the testimeny of Capt. C. T. Linderfelt 
and Lieut. M. C. Bigelow today at the trial 
of Maj. Patrick J. Hamrock before the gen- 
eral court martial. 

Immediately following, both Linderfelt and 
Bigelow declared, fire started at the extreme 
southwest corner of the colony, and, fanned 
by a high west wind and scattered by au- 
merous explosions, spread to every quarter 
of the tent city. Both swore positively that 
no soldiers entered the colony until after the 
fire started and that there wae no looting. 


Thought Wonien Were Gone, 
The witness declared no women or chil- 
dren were seen about the colony at any time 
during the day and that they believed ail 
had been removed by the strikers early in 
the morning. 

“There was a general rush across the 
tracks when we saw women and children 
among the burning tents,” Lieut. Bigelow 
said. “A large number of women and chil- 
dren were rescued. I rescued a woman and 
child from a pit under one of the. tents 
after removing two trunks, a rug, and a 
trap door that had been placed over the 
opening.“ 

Regulars Seize Strike Breakers. 
Trinidad, Colo., May 14.—Twenty-live min- 
ers imported into the strike region today by 
the Oakdale Coal company to work in the 
Oakdale mine, near Laveta, were stopped by 
United States regulars under Capt. C. G 
Smith.

Ernest D. Owen, Old Time Corpo- 
ration Lawyer, Shoots Self. 


HAD BEEN LEFT BY NURSE. 


Was Losing in Fight Against Malig- 
nant Disease. 


Six months ago Ernest Dale Owen, sor- 
poration lawyer, closed his office in the tvop 
and went home. His physician had told him 
he was losing in his life battle with cancer. 

Through the months that followed Mr. 
Owen bore pain and nearing death bravely 
with no word of complaint to his wife or 
the nurse who kept vigil at his bedside at 
the Del Prado hotel. 

Yesterday afternoon the nurse, Miss Na- 
talie Peterson, left the sick room for a mo- 
ment. Mrs. Owen was downtown shopping. 


Gets Revolver from Bureau. 

Mr. Owen arose and slipped on a bathrobe. 
He went to a bureau drawer and got a revol- 
ver which he had kept there for years. 

At his dressing table he fumbled through 
papers until he found his spectacles so that 
he might see clearly. Then he stepped in 
front of the mirror and raised the revolver 
to his right temple. 

When the nurse entered the room a few 
minutes later she found Mr. Owen dead 


he had had dealings with Garrett in more 
than six months. He said that he knew 
there was something ‘‘ wrong.”’ 

More investigation revealed the fact that 
shortly after an attempt to serve Mr. Hut- 
tig with a subpcena to appear before the 
federal grand jury, he boarded a train for 
New York. Mr. McKeand left for New York 
Wednesday night. 

Inquiry Regarding Property. 

THe TRIBUNE has been asked if the $17,300 
in real estate mortgage bonds on property 
outside of Cook county, listed in the state- 
ment of the Rosehill Cemetery association 
in a paid advertisement recently, might have 
been on Montana lands. In the page adver- 
tisement which was placed in seven Chicago 
newspapers at a cost to lot owners of about 
$4.000, and on orders of President Huttig, 
it is charged by other officers, it was not ex- 
plained where the real estate was located.

Among the witnesses before the grand jury 
today will be F. C. Rutan. The extent of 
Rutan’s connection with Garrett's deals 
seems to be a mystery among brokers who 
dealt in Garrett's paper. Rutan is mentioned 
in Garrett's correspondence. He has pink 
whiskers cut on the J. Ham Lewis style and

Printing Committee Chairman 
Rebuked for Stand by Mann 
of Illinois.

Washington, D. C., May 14.—[Special )— 
Genator La Follette was charged with “a 
gross abuse of the printing privilege in the 
house today by Representative Barnbart. 
ehairman of the printing committee. 

Mr. Barnhart referred to the insertion in 
the record of a 368 page speech by Mr. La 
Follette, which contained scores of protests 
from individuale and organizations egainst 
the proposed 5 per cent increase of reliroad 
freight rates The speech contains 900,000 
words and weighs two pounds in printed 
form. 

Mr. Barnhart estimated that the printing 
ef the La Follette speech for the current 
and permanent record represented an outlay 
of $12,468. 


“Gross Abuse,” Barnhart Says. 
“If each of the 531 members of congress 
should abuse the printing privilege in the 
game mafiner,’’ Mr. Barnhart said, it wou'd 
cost more that $6,500,000, exclusive of wrap- 
Ping and mailing charges—a huge sum. 
Never since I have been in congress have | 
geen such a gross abuse of the printing 
privilege by a member of congress. Thepub- 
lication is made up almost entirely of pro- 
tests against the freight increase, and the 
form in which some of the protests appear 
leads me to believe they were solicited. The 
names of the protestants would have been 
sufficient.’’ 
Mr. Barnhart did not mention Senator Le 
Follette by name, but his description of the 
record supplement issued yesterday place! 
responsibility upon the Wisconsin sena‘or. 
Representative Murdock complained that 
he was attacking a member of another body 
Mr. Murdock raised the point of order. 
“I have called no names,” Mr. Barnhart 
said.

Un- 
doubtedly he believed that a widespread ef- 
fort, which might almost be called a con- 
epiracy, was being made to influence im- 
properly the interstate commerce commis- 
sion in reference to the most important ques- 
tion that has ever been brought before that 
commission.

him, he is not capable of taking care of 
himself, except under the most careful su- 
pervision. He is no more to be held re- 
sponsible for what he does than any other 
10 year old boy, but it is quite unfair to 
society to turn him loose without some- 
body to keep close watch over him. 

Now what—putting yourself in the 
place of Judge Scully—should be done 
with a boy of that kind? Would vou send 
a bad boy of 10 years to the bridewell? 
Should he be held to the grand jury as a 
criminal? He is neither an idiot nor 
Yeeble minded, so he cannot be sent to an 
asylum. There is no place at present pro- 
vided for such as he. 


ome 
HE case of the red headed boy would 
be unimportant if it were not typical. 
The boys’ court has been in session for 
only two months. In that time about 
thirteen hundred boys have passed 
through it—boys of from 17 to 21 years 
of age. Dr. Hickson and his assistants 
ba ve been at work only since May 1. It 
will be a year before they will even begin 
to draw any conclusions. But already it 
is clear that a very large percentage of 
the boys who under one charge or another 
are brought into the court are distinctly 
subnormal, are below grade mentally, are 
to a greater or less extent incapable of 
taking care of themselves in the world. 
Suppose it should develop, as it easily 
may, that 30 per cent of the boys who 
come before the court in its first year are 
what the scientists call morons.” What 
will Chicago do about it? 'What will the 
world do about it? For the work now 


being done in the boys’ court in Chicago | 
is pioneer work of the most important 


and radical kind. There is no court in 
the world at all like it. 


- — 
HE material being gathered in the 
psychopathic laboratory may result 

in a great change in the handling and 

treatment of large classes of criminals. 
One practical result of the establish- 

ment of the boys’ court is already appar- 
ent. It affords the best possible oppor- 
tunity for the discovery of saloons which 
sell liquor to minors in violation of the 
law. Already more than fifty saloonkeep- 
ers have been found guilty and fined as a 
result of its disclosures and at the 
instance of the Citizens’ league, whose 
superintendent, Henry K. Grogs, is almost 
always on duty in the courtroom. It is 
hoped that arrangements: may be made 
with the saloon license bureau of the city 
government for regular reports on the sub- 
ject. 


MISS SELLERS GOES ON DUTY 
PENDING TEST OF THE LAW. 


Takes Post in Springfield Office of 
Auditor, Though Counsel, Her Fi- 
ance, Objects. , 


Springfield, III., May 14.—[Special.]—Miss 
Mary Sellers, accompanied by her counsel 
and fiancé, J. M. Connery, came to Spring- 
field today in response to an order to report 
at the auditor's office for work. She was 
assigned to duty and will remain here until 
her status under the civil service law is 
definitely fixed. 

Attorney Connery takes the position that 
the reinstatement of Miss Sellers does not 
comply with the order of the court in the

Surrendered by Surety Company Fol- 
lowing Death of Henry EK. Bach, His 
Partner in Medical Scheme. 


Wallace B. Russell of 518 East Forty- 
second place was arrested by Deputy Mar- 
shal W. P. Holden yesterday and taken to 
the federal building on an indictment charg- 
ing use of the mails in a fake medical scheme.

McReynolds Said to Have 
Threatened to Resign Be- 
cause of Wilson’s Stand. 


WANTS TO HALT INQUIRY. 


Mellen Tells Inside of Westches- 
ter Deal; Will Give Up 
5 All Records. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., May 14.—[Special.]— 
While Chartes 8. Mellen wae beginning his 
story of the sensational New Haven railroad 
scandal before the interstate commerce com- 
mission today reports were current in the 
capital that President Wilson and Attorney 
General McReynolds were at odds on the 
question of the continuation of the imvestiga- 
tion. ; 
According to the reports the attorney gen- 
eral threatened to resign because the presi- 
dent had declined to request the senate to 
withdraw the resolution directing the New 
Haven inquiry. 


Report Branded as False. 

At both the White House and the depart- 
ment of justice this report was branded as 
false. It was stated that Mr. McReynolds 
stood pat on his letter to the interstate com- 
merce commission suggesting that the exam- 
{nation of Mellen and other partfcipante in 
the wrecking of the New Haven might con- 
fer immunity upon these persons from pos- 
sible criminal prosecution. 

The attorney general, it was asserted, had 
taken no further step, had not conferred 
with the president on the matter, and had 
not threatened to resign. 

The step taken by the attorney general to 
terminate the investigation, which led to his 
altercation with Mr. McChord of the com- 
merce commission and Solicitor Joseph W. 
Folk yesterday, is still clouded in mystery. 
Senator Norris of Nebraska, author of the 
resolution providing for the New Haven in- 

vestigation, said today he had been unable 
to discover that the attorney general en- 
tertained any intention of instituting crim- 
inal prosecutions against the New Haven of- 
licials. 


Explained Failure to Prosecute. 

The senator pointed out that several months 
ago the attorney genera! issued a statement 
asserting that on account of the failure of 
any federal law to provide for such a case 
the persons responsible for the wrecking of 
the railroad’s finances could not be prose- 
cuted by the government. 

There will be no attempt to have the senate 
repeal the resolution of investigation. Such 
a move would involve the administration in 
a controversy which would bring the legis- 
lative machinery to a standstill, for the pres- 
sent session at least. 


MELLEN ON THE STAND. 

Washington, D. C., May 14.—Cool, com- 
posed, and matter of fact, and responding 
readily and concisely to the fusillade of ques- 
tions put to him, former President Charles 
. Mellen of the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford railroad today began before the 
interstate commerce commission what is ex- 
pected to be one of the most amazing stories 
ever told in the history of high finance. 

He promised, both personally and through 
his counsel, to place at the disposal of the 
commission every fact and “every scrap of 
paper with a New Haven mark on it”’’ relat- 
ing to the transactions with which he had to 
do as president of the New Haven system. 


Anxious to Tell His Story. 

It was evident that Mr. Mellen was anxious 
to tell his story. He had indicated his desire 
in letters heretofore produced in the pend- 
ing inquiry, in which he said he was tired of 
bearing the brunt of the criticism heaped 
upon him for the New Haven transactions, 
and that, if blame attached to them, he pro- 

_ posed to put the blame where it belonged. 

Mr. Mellen was on the witness stand today 
only a little more than an hour. Just before 
the opening of the hearing he was served 
with a new subpeena, which covered much 
more ground than the one originally served 
upon him. 

The new one called for the production of 
all documents or papers in pos 
Mellen that related in any way fo 
tion of the New Haven and all, 
sidiaries. Although he had brought to Wash- 
ington several trunks ‘full of papers and 
books he did not have al! which the commis- 
sion wanted. 


Adjournment Until Tuesday. 

To enable him, therefore, to return to New 
England for the desired documents, and also 
to afford the attorneys of the commission 
an opportunity to considerand arrange those 
offered in evidence, an adjournment of the 
hearing was taken until next Tuesday. 

More than an inkling of Mr. Mellen's re- 
markable story was given by him during 
the brief time he was on the stand. He 
told how, in the acquisition of the New 
York, Westchester and Boston railroad by 
the New Haven, 8,000 shares of the Mock 
of the latter were given for 24,000 shires 
of the Westchester's stock, although, he 
gaid, he considered the later stock worth 
only 10 cents a pound.“ 

The details of the exchange were ar- 
ranged, Mr. Mellen testified, by former Po- 
lice Inspector Thomas F. Byrnes of New 

Fork. He said he found that much of the 
Westchester stock was made out in the 
names of persons who did not realiy hold it. 

Mr. Mellen testified that at this time the 
New Haven wanted certain changes made 
fn the proposed charter of the Westchester 
and he had a suspicion that the West- 
ehester shares were scattered around among 

people who had influence.” He said he 
“wanted to reach the devil or anybody 
that it was necessary to reach.”

Maj. Funkhouser Proposes 
Remedy for Commercialized 
Redlight Traffic. 


WANTS FARM FOR WOMEN 


Suggests Reform Place for Girls 
of Chicago Levee Dis- 
tricts. 


Maj. M. L. C. Funkhouser yesterday urged 
the adoption of a state law making ita felony 
for men to engage in traffic in women. He 
spoke before the Advertising Association of 
Chicago. Such a law, Maj. Funkhouser be- 
Heves, would eliminate white slavery " and 
reduce the volume of commercialized vice to 
a low percentage. 

The end we are trying to reach,” he said,
